Gin operators can do much toward 
stamping out

section, it is pointed oufl in a card 
issued to the public tibday by J, C. 
Ford, pfunty farm agent. 
Owners 
and o peta tors of gins were asked by 
the county agent to take advantage 
of their opportunity to help rid the 
county of the cotton pests. 
Mr* Ford’s statement follows: 
“It is frequently noticed that the 
first weevils to appear in the spring 
in any district are in the immediate 
vicinity of 
gins. 
The 
infestation 
spreads rapidly from these centers. 
The explanation is that enormous 
numbers of weevils are concentrated 
at the gins during the fall. 
It has 
been shown by actual experiments 
that many of the weevils taken to the 
gin along with 
seed 
cotton 
pass 
through the cleaning devices and the 
gin themselves and are discharged 
aHve with the trash from the cleaners 
or the gin. 
TfiTs~trasfi is sometimes 
allowed to accumulate on the floors 
but more often is fed mechanically ih- 
to barrels or boxe?. 
If anyone will 
examine such trash at any gin in the 
infested territory at this timfe he 
will find large numbers of weevils 
crawling about and finding hibernat­ 
ing places.^ 
“It is very evident that ginners have 
an opportunity to take an effective 
step against the weevil at this time. 
All that is necessary is to have the 
gin trash fed into barrels or similar 
containers, cover them so that the 
weevils cannot escape and feed live 
steam into the receptacle. It is trhe

AS TO CAMPAIGN APATHY 
Registration figures from important centers of 
population do not bear out the contention that 
the presidential campaign is apathetic. In every 
important locality from which reports of regis­ 
tration have come, an unprecedented number of 
citizens have qualified to vote. The closing of 
the registration books in New York City found 
the number of voters enrolled at 1,494,000, a fig­ 
ure 120,000 greater than that of any previous 
year. Reports from Syracuse indicate a familiar 
gain in the ndmber of registrants in the up-state 
districts of New York. In Indiana and Ohio, in 
the heart of the populous Middle West, all reg­ 
istration records have been broken. An especial­ 
ly large enrollment of voters is said to have tak­ 
en place in Cleveland, Ohio’3 largest city, and 
Indianapolis, the metropolis of the Hoosier state. 
These*figures would seem to indicate that the 
apathy so frequently referred to in recent po­ 
litical discussions is superficial only. The voters 
may not be giving way to exhibitions of enthusi­ 
asm, as sojne of the campaign managers would 
like them to do, but they are preparing to go to 
the polls and express their preferences. The 
campaign may not have aroused the usual popu­ 
lar clamor, but on the basis of the registration 
record it seems to hav^ aroused the kind of sober 
interest likely to make itself manifest in the elec­ 
tion returns.—Norfolk Virginia-Pilot.

BEWARE OF CARBON MONOXIDE, 
IS WARNING OF HEALTH SERVICE 
The newspapers recently carried a news item 
of the death from carbon monoxide.poisoning, of 
a prominent Baltimore man, who was found dead 
in his garage with the engine of his automobile 
still running. With the onset of colder weather 
such accidents will probably increase in frequen­ 
cy, says the Surgeon General of the United 
States Public Health Service, who warns auto­ 
mobile owners of the danger involved in running 
a gasoline engine in a small closed space for any 
considerable period of time. 
In tests of the exhaust of a small 23 horse­ 
power automobile engine it has been found that 
it discharged approximately 25 cubic feet of gas 
per minute, samples of which gave an average 
of 6 per cent carbon monoxide, or 1.5 cubic feet 
of deadly carbon monoxide, per minute. Of course 
larger engines will give off more. Now a ratio 
of 15 parts of carbon monoxide to 10,000 parts 
of air is considered a dangerous concentration to 
be exposed to for a considerable time; and the 
small 28 horsepower engine in “warming up” and 
giving off only one cubic foot of carbon monoxide 
per minute would contaminate the air of a small 
closed garage, 10 by 10 by 20 feet, to the danger 
point in about three minutes. | 
Carbon monoxide, it is explained, is a colorless, 
tasteless, and almost odorless gas. 
Its poison­ 
ous action depends on the fact that it has a much 
greater affinity for the hemoglobin of the blood 
than has oxygen—hemoglobin attracting carbon 
monoxide about 300 times as strongly as it does 
oxygen. 
By combining with carbon monoxide, 
the hemoglobin of the red blood corpuscles is pre­ 
vented from giving up its oxygen to the tissues. 
Death results from paralysis of the respiratory 
apparatus. 
The attack of caibon monoxide poisoning 
comes on insidiously, and consciousness is grad­ 
ually lost. Even though the victim may become 
aware of the danger he is often unable to escape 
from it because of the great loss of motor power. 
The automobile worker in a small garage 
is 
most frequently the victim. 
It therefore be­ 
hooves every person who runs his engine in a 
small garage to see to it that the room is prop­ 
erly ventilated by having the windows and doors 
opened if he expects to run the engine for even 
a few minutes,—Apgiston Star,
